TEXTILE QUOTAS 


’ RELIEF FOR LOCAL 
FACTORIES | 


DiMcultles faced by local weaving 
factories have now been removed. 
On receipt of the intimation that the 
Secretary of State had requested 
other colonial governments to walve 
new textile quota regulations if goods 
were shipped from Hongkong before 
the end of July, the Hongkong Gen- 
cval Chamber of Commerce wrote to 
the Hongkong Government suggesting 
there must have been some mis- 
apprehension of circumstances, 


“It is needless to waste time or 
words,” wrote the Chamber of Com- 
merce, “enlarging on the fact’ that a 
notlee received in the last few days 
of the month does not make it pos- 
sible to ship In many dircetions be- 
fore the end of that month. A omer- 
chant would be fortunate if he could 
find space In even one ship at such 
rhort notice, 


“From the Government's point of 
view, also, it would be a physical 
impossibility 10 verify -in such a 
short time the documents which 
would have to be Inspected before it 
could be certified that all the orders 
were placed before July 7." 


* .It was mentioned in the Ietter that 

the Secretary of the Chamber of 
Commerce visited all the weaving 
fnetories on Monday, August 2, and 
took a rough “census of production,” 
The factories had waiting for ship- 
ment cloth stacked or In cases total- 
ling 358,710 yards (worth uappro- 
ximately $225,000), ‘The — unused 
stocks of non-Empire yurn .amounted 
to 201,740 lbs., though the factorics 
hud much more than that quantity 
of Indian yarn on the premises, It 
had been the practice hitherto In 
many cases for cloth to be made of 
a mixture of Indiun and Japanese 
yarn—the one for the warp and the 
other for the weft. Therefore, If 
permitted to use up stocks of non- 
Empire yarn, the factories would 
also consume Empire yarn and, In a 
short time from now, be using nothing 
but Empire yarn. ° 


A Safeguard

He said that the next big 
undoubtedly will be between 
“hove nots" nations of Germany, 
Italy and Japan and the “have 
nations of Russia, France and prob- 
ably Great Britain. Voorhis warned 
that, while the British and French 
form of government is far more in 
accord with American - {ideals than 
the present regimes in Italy and 
Germany, Americans must not forgot 
that “Britain and France are

But Russia 
is obviously ruled to-day by an 
jron-handed dictator who brooks no 
opposition, Blood purges are too 
frequent to allow any other conelu- 
sion.’ ; 

He claiined that in all dictator- 
ships the trend is for a new ruling 
class composed of “those who belong 
to the dictator's faithful." Ordinary 
political and civil Nbertics are lost 
he sald, and milftarism is an inevit- 


;able accompaniment, 


“America’s mission is to keep 
elvilization and democracy alive in 
the next century." Voorhis said. 
“The next war will be fired with the 
fury’ of a religious conflict, but it 
will be fought with the weapons of 


modern science. It wilt destroy 
democracy and end social progress. 
It will breed dictatorship, not curb 
it, To Nght a war to save democracy 
is to go mnd."—United Press.

HUE AND 
CRY FOR 
PRECIOUS 
JEWEL 


(By F.C. M. Jahn) ° 
United Press Staff Correspondent. 


Vienna, July 15. 
Hue and cry {fs to be raised soon 
for a precious jewel which disap- 
peared about 500 years ayo. , 


It is a large milky opal whieh once 
formed the central piece in’ the 
crown of the Holy Roman Empire, 
which is now Iept in’ the imperial 


_treasury of the Vienna Holfburg. 


The crown's orb, Burgamtian work 
of the 10th century, was adorned 
with a large round cabochon-shiped 
opal, sung by mediaeval minstrels as 
the “Unique Jewel’, as “Orpanus” 
(Sage) or as “Cundidus” (the Whit¢ 
and Innocent). 

The jewel which was said to have 
been brought from the East by Duke 
Ernest of Suevia, nephew of Em- 
peror Frederic Barbarossa, was the 
real sent of all authority, power and 
wisdom, conferred upon the ruler by 
the coronation, secording: to mediue- 
val mystic theory. 

In ‘the troubled times of the 
Luxemburg emperors, around 1,400 
A.D., the “Uniaue Jewel" mysterious- 
ly disappeared, It was rephiced 
subsequently by a heart-shaped Cey- 
lon sapphire of grey-mauve colour 
which, however, was much too small 
for the original enchasing of the opal. 

Visitors to the Treasury will 
notice the large round hole in the 
middle of the orb in which the 
sappiire is held by means of gold 
wires, 


JEWEL ALMOST UNBREAKABLE 


Charles IV., an emperor from the 
house of Bohemia, who js known to 
have robbed the imperial treasury 
for the benefit of the Bohemian royal 
collections, has been accused of hav- 
ing also taken the “Unique Jewel”, 
but this charge was apparently with- 
vut basis since there has never been 
reeard of a milky opal in the Prague 
treasury, : 


Experts point out that such a jewel i 


iy practically unbreakable and that 
even to an uneducated eye the value 
of the large stone must have been 
obvious. Therefore, in their opinion, 
this opal’can hardly be lost entirely. 

They say that the history of almost 
all famous jewels can -be traced 
through the centuries, 

According to them the imperial 
opal, in nll likelihood, rest¢ un- 
recognized in some private collection 
of jewels, and that probably it has 
found its way back to Indla from 
where it originated, and where it 
may be contained now in’ the trea- 
sury of one of the Maharajohs. 

A writer in the Neue Frele Presse 
suggests thot a “warrant of appre- 
hension" giving the exnct measure- 
ments of the “Unique Jewel" be circu- 
lated throughout the world. He be- 
lieves that there is a fair chance of 
tracing it by sich means, and_ that 
the present owner might be ready to 
part with the historic Jewel so .thnt 
the Holy Romon Crown could be 
restored to its original intactness.

Another week having passed 


without any major clash between 
the Japanese and Chinese forces, 
the Far Eastern situation may 
be shid to be as satisfactory as 
could be hoped for in the circum- 
stances.

OF all the teeming mil- 
Kingdom, those who are the 
most. interesting to 
average Westerne roatre per- 
haps those scores of thou- 
sands who live, die and 
literally have their - being 
upon the water. These boat- 
people, or Taan-ka ‘as the 
Chinese are wont to term 
them, are indubitably a 
most unusual race and, 
moreover, have been so op- 
pressed and persecuted dur- 
ine the Jone centuries that 
they may be. likened in a 
sense to the Children of 

ee poms 
Israel, for theif beni con- 
fined to dwelling upon the 
water, has in itself been a 
much. more real and effec- 
tive barrier to assimilation 

-than was the trammelline 
isolation of the chetty and 
Judenstrasse which —heset 
the Jew mediaeval 
Europe. 

The parallel is much more apt 
when we consider that, like the 
Hebrews, these boat-people have 
been the victims of — prejudice 
whieh survives even to this day, 
innamuch ona they are oa disin- 
herited, landless ‘elass, distrusted 
and even feared by their land- 
dwelling compatriots. The — bias 
against them reached its climax in 
the promulgation of an edict by 
the Manchu Emperor K'ang-hai fa 

_the fifth year of his reign ferrea 
1730) “forbiddingg them under 
severe penalties to settle on shore, 
to intermarry with the land-dwel- 
ling Chinese, and te compete in 

-any, of the literary examinations.” 
So ostracised were the  Tuan-ka 
that cae of the most dreaded 
punishments in the hands of the 
imperial authority was the power - 
fo banish those who incurred the 
displeasure oof the Throne to an 
existence amongst these water- 
dwelling folk, ‘The physical hard- 
ship and the spiritual unrest of 
auch an exile would be a mity 
to a high-born wad sensitive 
scholar or official of the old school, 
und so for this reason it was re- 
garded ag one of the severest 
penalties that coukt be meted out 
to a transgressor against the Taw. 

What is more, although these 
restrictions have been in abeyance, 
since the abolition of the old 

-exuminiution system in) 1904, and 
the downfall of the Empire eight 
years Jater, popular custom still 
disecuntenances intermarriage —be- 
tween the Taan-ka and the other 
Chinese. Of course, such oo mar- 
riages asionally take place, 
but it is generally a one-sided 
aMtair, that is, a land-dwelling 
Chinese may take a ‘Tann-ka wo- 
man to be either his wife or con- 
cubine, Ta fact, no Taan-ka man 
desires a dind-woman for a wife as 
she can but seldom adapt herself 
lo the hard life and confinement 
of a tiny boat, .

Actually, however, 
the name had its origin from an 
incident whieh took plaice) many 
ceaturies ago on the oceasion of a 
great flood when. the -boat-people, 
asa result of the catastrophe had 
no funds to pay the official tax 
electors, and so offered to make 
tp othe levy ina contribution of 
og. This ultimately accepted 
by the Gevernmeat of the time, 
andthe name Taan-ka or “epye- 
poople’ — passed into the Chinese 
Iwaguage as the proper designation 
for these water dwellers, [tf may 
be remarked here that every Taan- 
ka boat has a fowl or two, which 
are kept in oa pen placed at the 
stern of the boat and but 
a few fect above the water, 
It is the custom of the people. to 
save’ up the eggs ‘laid by — their 
fowls until they aggregate n dozen 
or 40 before they are takea to the 
shore to be offered .for sale, so 
that in a case of necessity. such ox 
mentioned above, thotisands — of 
eggs can be collected from the in-

The Taan-ka ure generally as- 
sumed to be the remnants of) an 
aboriginal people who inhabited 
the southera portion of the Middle 
Kingdom in the millennia ‘before 
the conquering sons of Han came 
down from the North. Indeed, al- 
though = physically the boat-people 
ditfer tittle from their compatriets 
on the land, yet many ethnologists 
state that they possess an affinity 
to other surviving racial groups 
such as the Miso, Lolo, Loi wad In 
tribesmen who exist in widely 
seatlered groups throughout parts 
of Kwangtung, Kwengsi, Yunnan 
and Kweichow, 

The Taan-ka,-on account of their 
centuries of oppression, are 
suspicious of strangers, but are 
usually quite friendly, and frank 
in their = relationship = with 
foreigners. For example, when 
the Island of Hongkong was ceded 
to Britain in-the Treaty of Nan- 
king in 1841, the Taan-ka who 
formed the larger part of the 


Cy 


Chinese population welzomed the 
chivaye of rule, and many of them 
forthwith gave up their maritime 
life and settled on shore, forming 
aomumber of villages. From the 
very beginning of foreign inter- 
course with the Chinese at Canton 
in 1634, the ‘Taan-ka were in 
reality the nly Chinese willing to 
work for the foreigners, and for 
decades they formed the hangers- 
on of the foreign “factories,” 
assisting not only ta the transport 
of goods but algo as coolies, cocks, 
clerks, servants — and general 
“handy men" for the Europena 
traders. Furthermore, they were 
the ones who gave the foreigners 
their first lessons in the Cantonese 
vernacular at a time when teach- 
ing the “outer barbarians’ — the 
Chinese Janguage was a capital 
offence. Even the name Heagkong 
is simply 4s corruption of the Taan- 
ka pronunciation of the Cantonese 
Heung-kony or “fragrant lagoon.” 
Moreover, the Taan-ka like other 
oppressed people have no illusions 
wad a modicum of racial prejudice, 
and did not’ hesitate in giving their 
womenfolk to the european 
bachelors in’ the Canton “fae- 
tories"; it is said that practically 
all the early cases of offspring by 
foreign fathers and - Chinese 
mothers were born of ‘Taan-ka woe 
men. 
* * * 


In reality, life ca the river 
anéngyst the Taandia whilst ex- 
ceedingly hard, is in its way self- 
sufficient, and as far as health is 
concerned the Taan-ka are yeneral- 
ly more healthy than — the 
Chinese on dand. As Gag will 
note from a ual glance their 
physiques well-developed, 
although their women-folk —can* 
easily be distinguished from Innd- 
wamen of the working classes by 
their shorter stature, and stock 
build. Moreover, amongst the 
boats one will find those of all types 
and descriptions ‘bearing persons 
skilled it every craft from the 
physician and horbalist to the 
ubiquitous soothsayer and fortune- 
teller. According to figures com- 
piled by the Canton — Police 
there are around = that — city 
nearly 7,500 — transport aft, 


3,600 coastal = trading = junks, 
4,000 sumpans, 600 fishing -vessels, 
400 sand boats, 200 fertiliser or 
night-soil barges, and upwards of 
160 fa-teng or “flower-boats.” In 
addition there are numerous float- 
ing restaurants, pleasure Jaunches, 
and a number of special boats called 


ldn-ahuen which are hired out ‘by, 


the Taan-ka whenever they have 
occasion to perform religious cere- 
monies. : 


It may be mentioned in this 
connection, that the Taan-ka are 
infinitely more superstitious than 
their cempatriols who live on the 
land, and are the émost credulous 
of all the Childrea of T'ang, and 
seem to accept with the usual 
fatalistic ncyuiesence of the Orien- 
tal the fact that a aireumatance is 
ching-ting, or “decreed by He 
and since it is thus “it positively 
cannot be helped’. ‘To the average 
Taan-ka such a doctrine of fatalism 
is the final and sufficient explana- 
tion of all the forttaes and mis- 
fortunes that overtake individuals 
and nations, Such a-belief, coupled 
with the customary mentality of 
a submerged and oppressed class, 
has to a greater or lesser degree 
steeped them into the most abject 
and pitiable apathy. Although the 
repressive barriera which were put 
upon them by law have been re- 
moved since the formation of the 
Republic in 1912, yet the Tawa-ka 
asa whole donot avail themselves 
of the opportunities which are 
apparently offered them — to-day 
and which cogently speaking: ad- 
mits their equality before the bar 
of justice, yet it will be many years 
before a complete social conscious- 
ness pervades the people and until 
this is done and the facilities for 
securing adequate edneational 
advantages are fully grated, the 
Tann-ka will not assume 2 place 
of equality amongst the citizens of 
the Chinese Republic. 


Some of the custoins of the Taan- 
ka differ in detail from those of 
the land population, and amongst 
these is that) of child marriage. 
This takes place at the age of eight 
to ten, although, of course, no muri- 
tal relations occur until the girl 
is of nubile age, aad hence until 
that period she acts as a Helper to 
her mother-in-law. in’ the hard 
work-a-day life of a boat-girk, This 
system has a ntimber of well-re- 
cognised advantages inasmuch as 
the girl is more ensily managed 
and can be brought up to please 
her husband's people and can ‘be 
made at the same time a source of 
inzome.

The Tasn-ka as a whele, it may 
be mentioned, are not very provi- 
dent and their mode of gaining an 
Income | belng precarious to the 
extreme renders them a_ people 
who gypsy-like live from day to 
day. In fact, it Is estimated that 
nearly three-fourths of the avernge 
iacome Is expended on mecessitics 
of life such ns food and ¢lothing, 


. whilst the remaining 26 per cent, is 


rquandered In yarlous ways, most- 
ly in gambling, drinking, amoking 
and {in various practices connected 
with their religious worship such 
as the buying of candles, tacenae, 
charms, vtec. The majority of the 
Taan-ka are engaged in maritime 
Industry, although a considerable 


mumber engage in land occupa- 
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tions such as carrier coolies, ete. 
The fcllowing gives an iden of the 
average monthly income of a num- 
ber of the occupativas largely 
followed by the Taan-ka:: Seam- 
stress, $8, sampan boat-girl, $12, 
mivaualt Inbourer $16, hnwker $16, 
sailor $36, soothsayer $24, 
machinist $48, “flewer boat" courte- 
san $26 to $100, 


The cramped life upon the boats 
and the hard, laborious existence 
of the Taan-ka people is not con- 
ducive to either refinement or mor- 
ality. Indeed, the average boat- 
dweller is notorious for his 
command of biting invective that 
would surpass the fecund impreca- 
tigas of the proverbial old-time 
Russian sailor. Moreover, it is 
said that the women are most adept 
in caustic vituperation which would 
put to shame the most irate Bil- 
lingagate fish-wife. 


Furthermore, it is aflirmed 
that on account of bitter poverty 


of the prettiest of . their 
female children are unfortunately 
destiaed to be dedicated to | the 
service of the Goddess Aphrodite 
as soon as they attain the age of 
puberty, and these haam-shui-moot 
or “halt water girls” are a familiar 
sight to those who go for a noc- 
turnal strofl along the water front 
of any of the larger cities of 
southern Ehina, It is in Canton, 
however, where they are found per- 
haps in the greatest number. Here 
until reeeatly were found girls who 
were in’ many instances clever 
linguists. In° fact, the majority 
were partly poly-lingual, = Words

Despite the inereasingg popu- 
larity of badminton the average 
player depends almost entirely 
upon his or her ingenuity in the 
formulation of playing tactics. 
Inasmuch as so many players, 
due to the strenuousness of the 
singles gamé, prefer to play 
doubles, a real need has been 
felt for a deseription of what | 
believe is one of the latest and 
best doubles system, developed 
by Mr. Jack Brewer, badminton 
professional at the University 


|Club in Boston. 


In the past there bave been the 
so-called front and back system, the 
side to side system, the triangular 
system, and some systems of rotat- 
ing. None of these have been very 
and all of them show 
very definite weaknesses. Mr. 
Brewer's — system, which succeeds 
where these carller ones fail, might 
be described us a combination of the 
rotating, and (he side lo side systems, 
the rotating always being, counter- 
clockwise, With its use practically 
all. back-hand shots are eliminated. 

It scems likely that all students of 
the game will be using this new 
system when it is understood. 

My deseription of the Brewer 
system will cover only the funda- 
mentals. Little or no discussion ts 
made of the use of the smash shot, 
the most important of all shots in 
doubles, because smashing docs not 
enter into tactics but is simply a 
reply to the relatively wens shot of 
the opponent. 

The system’ will be outlined by a 
description of all the correct shots 
in service and reception of service 
and the return of this reception by 
the service side. 

Most players will not always be’ 
uble to make the shot as described, 
but should attempt to do so, and 
correspondingly their opponents will 
probably fall short of the ideal. The 
rules of the play, the proper method 
of stroking the bird, and other such 
matters it is nssumed are already 
understood by the readers of this 
article, 

The accompanying diagram has 
been worked out to chirify the In- 
structions, It is not’'to be memorized 
by the player but is a quick way of 
showing exactly where the various

of court, A also will have in mind 
au return by Y to points 91, 92, 101, 
102 and is'thus ready to drift back 
if necessary, The assumed return is 
a drop to 9, 10, 19, or 20. B having 
hesitated to watch for. the type of 
shot placed, which might have been 
a returned drive to 110 or ‘a smash 
In the alley, comes in and returns. 
B then becomes responsible for Als 
position and A for B's and the play

In no case should cither of 'the 
players ussume the direction of an 
as yet unmude shot but should re- 
turn on balance rendy to follow that 
shot if it Is in the individual player's 
territory.

To .go one step further jn this 
originul example—to iMustrate the 
movement of X and Y, if B were to 
return Y's return with o drop shot 
it would be X's responsibility to 
handle the situation, and correspond- 
ingly, if the exchange of shots even- 
tually resulted in the bird going to 
11U on the side of X and Y, it would 
be Y's responsibility © to return a, 
und thus rotation would be started 
on the opponents’ side. 

A straight return drop by B from, 
for instance, 9 or 10 to 2 or 1 Is not 
good beenuse then X can lob over 
B's head probably before A can get 
nround to 110 to return. Consc- 
quently B should do one of two 
things--return to 110 (the bird 
would then be Y's responsibility) or 
make a cross shot to 9 or.10. In the 
latter case X would more than likely 
be caught off balunce (correspond- 
ingly, X should watch for this). 

As said above, B's Ideal neturn of 
X's return of A's serve is a drive or 
smash. If X's return, however, Is so 
low thot B must extend himself ex- 
ccedingly to return it at all and Is 
thus forced to drop to 1 or 2 in Y's 
court, Jeaving himself off balance, 
A must watch carefully to receive ao 
return drop or to recede to the Ieft 
renr If the bird is struck there, This 
situntion js not good but is some~ 
times unnvoldable with inex- 
perienced players. Furthermore, if 
during the exchange either A or B 
strikes the bird to fall in 62, 72, Gl, 
or 71 even though X has been drawn 
over to return a previous drop, this 
is Y's bird to return, as otherwise X 
would be required to make an al- 
most impossible shot. If thls con- 
dition occurs X returns to his court 
and for the moment at Jeast the play 
of X and Y js “side to side.”

A 
short time ago our Mr, C. M. Hall 
propounded a scheme which im-

“Briefly, the suggestion Is this: To 
re-build the Club House we require 
$6,500. - It is proposed that: this sum 
be rnised as follows: 

“From funds at the disposal of the 
Club, $1,000; Ten members will lend 
to the Club $100 cach without in- 
terest $1,000; We are promised a 
private lonn of $1,000 at 5 per cent. 
$1,000; Assessment $1,500. 

This leaves a balance of $2,000 
which we hope to obtain on loan 
from our bankers. . 

Now the assessment part of the 
programme needs some explanation. 
In the first place it must be clearly 
understood that the: scheme ‘cannot 
go through without help from every 
member, as the individual pro- 
mises of assistance I have men- 
tloned will not be forthcoming 
without an undertaking from 
Members to do their bit. It 
you want a comfortable Club House 
you must help us to get it, and the 
assessment proposed js that you au- 
thoize your Committee to add $1 a 
month to cach member's monthly 
bill until such thme as the cost of 
reconstructing the Club House has 
been liquidated. 

“Lam convinced that Mr, Hall's 
scheme {is a good one and can be. 
brought to a successful conclusion 
with your assistance. I know we 
can rely on your support and, there- 
fore, have no hesitation in putting 
the motion forward. 

“Tf any member can propose’ an 
alternative method of raising the 
necessary funds which willl be falr 
and equitable to all members your 
Commitice will be only too glad ta 
consider ‘it. I personally feel “that 
not one of us who ‘wishes for the 
continued prosperity of the Club can 
afford to cavil at the proposal. 

“If we want a decent club house we 
must pay for it, and ‘St is only right 
that the burden should be borne 
equally by all of us.

IPHERE can hardly be any questlon 
thot the vast majority of people 
in England heartily concur in the 
National Government's rearmaiment 
policy. 
rough

any future war would be banned by 
world-wide agreement.” 

Though. they: were: not alone In 
that hope, the Labour Party perhaps 
shared {t more optimistically . than 
nnybody. What they and others 
failed io foresee was that so many 
European countries would cast off 
the swaddling clothes : of democracy 
to revert to the nge-old system of 
dictatorship, Or that whole foreign 
communities could. be subjected to a 
process of scif-hypnos!s under which 
they would not only nppear to. wel- 
come the loss of thelr eivie Hberties, 
put positively wallow jn a hysteria 
of patriotic militarism. 

It 1s now obvious to nearly every- 
body, however, that there Is no hope 
at nll for the League of Nations, and 
all the fond aspirations bullt upon 
the Geneva foundations. if the 
Powers behind ft allow themselves 
fo be In a position to be overawed 
by supertor armed forces under the 
control of the Powers who remain 
outside the peace confederation. We 
fave: digested the bitter moral of 
Mussolini's Abyssinian gesture. Next 
time we give our adherence to a 
sanctions policy ngalnst an aggressor, 
who flouts the peace of Europe, we 
mean to be in a position to back up 
our plous sentiments with majestic 
potentiality of stark force.

And even though we embark on 
no further Geneva crusades, as some 
people desire we should not, we 
realise that we must possess on 
adequate defence cquipment to en- 
sure the

If this premise can be granted, as 
it will be by most attentive students 
of contemporary facts, we must take 
our rearmament quite seriously. We 
must not Imagine, for Instance, that 
the mere expenditure of vast sums 
on the mechanism of arms, whether 
ships, ‘planes, or {anks, is golng to 
secure the object we have In. view. 
Machinery is not enough, even though 
of the finest quality. We need the 
men to man it. 

And here at once we run up 
‘against a real problem: With: some 
difficulty the Navy and the Alr Force 
seem able to attract all the men they 
require, and.of sufficiently good 
physical and mental quality. But 
the Army is at Its wits’. end to get 
enough recrults even of n poor stand- 
ard of physique. 

We are, in fact, faced with nearly 
n real collapse of the voluntary 
system. Our Regular Army, owing 
to an acute shortage of recruits, has 
been driven to lower its standards 
and ta accept even C3 applicants for 
certain branches of the military ser- 
vice, This $s frankly Hobson's 
choice, and nothing else; because the 
best possible physique ir essentlal 
for all Army men, even though 
serving In the non-combatant rants 
of the Red Cross.

When Captain Nocl Chavasse, the 
double V.C. Army doctor, wanted 
stretcher-bearers, he invariably pick- 
ed men of the very best physical and 
-moral stamp. And, as to other on- 
ciliary military services, how often 
in emergency is It not vital that they, 
should be fit to take their place ut a 
moment's notice in the front fighting 
line? Instances of that kind occurred 
time and ngaln In the Great War. 

Tt is a most deplorable fact that 
we should be driven to enlist In any 
branch of our Imperial forces men 
who are otherwise than of first-class 
physique and morale. Tt is not only 
fn Stself‘n source of grave potential 
wenkness, but also a tragic reflection 
on the genera) ‘health ond stamina 
of the nation.
